25 Years Ago 


@A red hot match, performance and 
temperature wise, described the sec- 
ond annual bench rest shoot spon- 
sored by the Wilkes-Barre, Pa. club. 
The club had promised the installation 
of a cover over their benches but as of 
1957 when | got there, they were still 
out in the open. Forty-two competitors 
showed up with an eye toward win- 
ning the assorted merchandise and 
money awards.

SPREADING THE GOOD WORD 


Ever since the great anti-gun push of 
the early 1960s, we have been at war to 
save the shooting sports. From the 
shooter’s standpoint, much of the con- 
test has been frustrating and defensive: 
opposition to proposed and enacted 
firearms legislation, reaction to adverse 
media coverage, encroaching civiliza- 
tion’s closing of shooting ranges and 
shrinking of hunting areas. In short, one 
usually must justify the fact that he is a 
shooter and prove that this does not 
classify him in some sub-human cate- 
gory. To date one of the best offensive 
weapons at hand has been largely over- 
looked, the education of the non-shoot- 
ing public through the printed word. 

This idea is certainly not original; the 
local chapter of Trout Unlimited has do- 
nated books on stream conservation to 
libraries in the past. Perhaps the similar 
donation of shooting books could be an 
effective method of informing the non- 
shooting public and counteracting a 
good deal of the negative image 
shooters have. Some feel that the bal- 
ance of opinion for or against the future 
of the shooting sports may rest with the 
non-shooting public, but to many, far too 
many, agunisagunisagun..... Only 
we can change that misconception. By 
selection and donation of appropriate 
material to schools, libraries and similar 
institutions, be it as a national organiza- 
tion, local club, or as an individual, we 
can perhaps begin the process. 

Both the content and the format of the 
material should first be considered. 
Books are a one time investment 
whereas journal subscriptions require 
regular renewals. Content too is a prob- 
lem in that there is such a variety of 
items available and from the fact that 
selection of poor materials could harm 
as much as help. One can approach 
selection from the aspect of personal in- 
terest, in our case benchrest or other ac- 
curacy shooting, from the type of shoot- 
ing most popular in a given region, or 
lastly by the selection of ‘‘classic”’ 
shooting books. 

While accuracy shooting has not pro- 
duced a great number of titles, those 
that do exist are superb. Unfortunately 
pioneer studies such as Franklin W. 
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by John C. Benyo

Mann’s The Bullet’s Flight, (Munn, 
1909), Louis R. Wallack’s Modern Ac- 
curacy In Bench Rest Shooting, (Green- 
berg, 1951), Col. Townsend Whelen’s 
The Ultimate In Rifle Precision, 
(Stackpole, 1958), Ned Roberts’ The 
Breech-Loading Single Shot Match Ri- 
fle, (Van Nostrand, 1967) and The 
Muzzle-Loading Caplock Rifle, 
(Stackpole, 1958), are now out of print, 
but still much in demand. Happily, War- 
ren Page’s The Accurate Rifle, 
(Winchester, 1973, $8.95), is a landmark 
work in its own right. It is a modern en- 
cyclopedic look at benchrest by a bona 
fide champion who participated in 
modern competitive shooting from its in- 
fancy after W.W.II until his death in 1977. 
He covers techniques, equipment, load- 
ing, conditions, and virtually all other 
aspects of the sport. | can think of no 
finer book to interest anyone on the sub- 
ject. 

Two other fine works on rifle shooting 
currently available are Gary Anderson’s 
Marksmanship, (Simon & Shuster, 1972, 
$5.95) and Bill Pullum’s Position Rifle 
Shooting, (Winchester, 1973, $10.00). 
Both titles provide good basic instruc- 
tion in target shooting. Any of these ti- 
tles can do much to counteract the 
“Guns are only for killing!!’’ and the 
“BANG!!! — You’re dead!!’’ syndromes 
of the anti-gunners. 

Gift subscriptions to journals like Pre- 
cision Shooting, (Box 6, Athens, Pa. 
18810, $6.00 per year), the Rifle and the 
Handloader, (Wolfe Publ. Co., P.O. Box 
3030, Prescott, Arizona 86301, $7.75 per 
year each) that deal with serious shoot- 
ing should be considered. The American 
Rifleman, (The National Rifle Associ- 
ation, 1600 Rhode Island Ave. N.W., 
Wash. D.C. 20036, $15.00 per year) is 
also a good choice, although more 
general in nature, it is the organ of the 
strongest voice that shooters have, the 
National Rifle Association. 

We in Pennsylvania are fortunate in 
that our state Game Commission does a 
good public relations job distributing its 
monthly Pennsylvania Game News, 
(Pennsylvania Game Commission, South 
Office Building, Capitol P.O. Box 1567, 
Harrisburg, Pa. 17120, $3.00 per year), 


free to many schools, libraries, and 
others. It is an honest ambassador of 
good will for hunting, shooting, and the 
outdoors. 

Many sources exist for other types of 
shooting publications. The National Ri- 
fle Association publishes a number of 
books dealing with shooting, reloading, 
and gunsmithing. The National Shooting 
Sports Foundation, (1075 Post Road, 
Riverside, Conn. 06878), publishes well- 
researched and documented studies 
and reports on shooting and firearms. 
These can be particularly useful in coun- 
teracting anti-gun arguments and are 
available at a nominal cost. Loading 
manuals published by the arms and 
component manufacturers are also good 
choices in that they introduce the non- 
shooter to another little known and often 
misunderstood aspect of shooting. 

Possibly the single best source of in- 
formation on shooting publications ap- 
pears annually in the Gun Digest, (DBI 
Books, $8.95), itself an outstanding 
shooting book. The bibliography is com- 
piled by the Ray Riling Arms Book Co. 
(6844 Gorsten St., Philadelphia, Pa. 
19119) and lists hundreds of titles ar- 
ranged by broad. subject area, with short 
annotation, publisher, and price. Other 
more selective lists appear in several 
other fine reference works such as the 
Shooter’s Bible, (Stoeger, annual, $7.95 
paper), and the Dixie Gun Works 
Catalog, (D.G.W., Gun Powder Lane, 
Union City, Tenn. 38261, annual, $2.00). 

It is worth mentioning that there are 
book stores and mail order firms that 
offer publishers’ overstocks and remain- 
ders of classic shooting books from time 
to time. These are usually available at 
reasonable prices, and this is worth con- 
sidering if you are planning to distribute 


“a number of copies of the same work. 


Perhaps the best known of these firms is 
Publishers Central Bureau, Dept. 533, 1 
Champion Ave., Avenel, New Jersey 
07131. 

There are those who will question the 
place of shooting books in the library, 
and others may view them as simply 
recreational reading. Many of these 
books however touch various dis- 
ciplines, being rich in history, folklore, 
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politics, business, art, economics, 
science, and technology. For example 
how can anyone study early American 
arts and crafts and neglect the Ken- 
tucky/Pennsylvania rifle? Many consider 
it to be the highest form of American 
rococco art. Books like Joe Kindig’s 
monumental Thoughts On The Kentucky 
Rifle In Its Golden Age (Shumway, 1960, 
$35.00) present this point of view. Any- 


one concerned with the question of fire- 


arms regulation would need to consult 
Robert J. Kukla’s Gun Control 
(Stackpole, 1973, $4.95, paper). It pre- 
sents a history of the efforts to eliminate 
the private ownership of firearms in the 
U.S., particularly since the 1960s. For 
those with technical interest Col. Julian 
S. Hatcher’s Hatcher’s Notebook 
(Stackpole, 1962, $12.95) traces U.S. 
small arms history, technology, and 
development with special emphasis on 
the military, particularly since the turn of 
the century. William Bennett Edwards’ 
Civil War Guns (Stackpole, 1962, now 
out-of-print but available as a re- 
mainder) will give the historian new in- 
sight into the conflict as well as prove 
that graft, governmental bungling, and 
bureaucratic intrigue are not products of 
the 20th century. For those interested in 
biographical works, John Browning’s 
John M. Browning, American Gunmaker 
(Doubleday, 1964, now out-of-print, but 
being reprinted by Browning Arms Co.) 
is the fascinating story of perhaps the 
world’s greatest firearms genius and his 
sporting and military designs. Many of 
them are still in use today by sportsmen 
and armed forces alike, some of them for 
nearly 100 years. These few classic titles 
are excellent examples of why shooting 
books deserve a place in the library. 

Lastly, spreading the good may be 
contagious. You may find yourself rear- 
ranging the gear next to your gun 
cabinet to add a bookshelf or two, but 
you will also add countless hours of 
added enjoyment to your interest in 
shooting.

BASIC RELOADING GUIDE 


We have covered the minimum equip- 
ment necessary to reload match quality 
ammo without high priced custom dies 
and fancy equipment. In part 2 the sim- 
ple procedures for finding the best 
loads, and other factors that we can con- 
trol were discussed. Now let us consider 
some of the other items that we might 
upgrade our equipment with after the in- 
itial shock to the pocketbook has been 
absorbed. With these items we will 
remove some of those minor factors that 
we can control and get just a little more 
from our rifle. In addition,we can learn 
of little things that may improve our 
understanding of all the variables that 
enter into precision shooting. 

In my view one of the first items that 
should be considered is a good quality 
one inch micrometer that is graduated in 
one ten thousandths. | cannot recom- 
mend a mike that is graduated in thou- 
sandths. The kind of things we want to 
check on require a finer reading. Later 
on if you should get involved with mak- 
ing your own bullets a one ten thou- 
sandth mike is a requirement. (Ed. Note: 
This is a debatable point. Many people 
are not capable of handling this fine a 
measurement, nor do they know what to 
do with it when they get it.) 

You may find, for example, that amake 
of bullet performs best in your rifle. Not

all makes, and not all lots of the same 
make, are always the same diameter. For 
example: the bullets that perform well 
for you might actually measure .2237” 
rather than the listed .2240” on the box. 
If another make or lot doesn’t do as well 
and you find, with your mike, that this 
bullet comes .2242”, you have a clue that 
this might be something to keep in mind 
when selecting bullets. Bullet length can 
be checked with the mike and, in this 
case, thousands are close enough. Any- 
time you want to measure the outside 
diameter of something, the mike is the 
thing. 

Another item that is a nice addition is 
to upgrade your powder measure with a 
micrometer conversion. This removes 
the need for carting the powder scale to 
the range once a chart has been 
developed for the powders you use. 
These are made for a number of powder 
measures and a review of past issues of 
P.S. will give you a list of people who do 
these conversions. 

Sooner or later a set of custom hand 
dies are going to come to mind. They are 
a good way of preparing cases for 
reloading and seating bullets. They can 
be made to fit your chamber perfectly. If 
you order a set you will be required to 
sent three to five fired cases so that the 
dies can be fit as perfectly as possible. 
To prevent getting in trouble with a 
federal agency, carefully drill or grind a 
small hole in the side of the cases before 
you send the cases by mail. Pack them in 
such a way that they arrive at the die 
makers without being bent and beat up. 
He wants the cases in the same condi- 
tion as when they came out of the cham-

ber. Follow these simple procedures and 
you will get a perfect set of dies back. 

Another item that | think is worth its 
weight in gold is the inside flash-hole 
deburring tool. This idea was first given 
some attention, and a tool to do the 
deburring, by Larry Engelbrecht of 
Wichita, Kansas. They are currently 
made by Sinclair, Hart and Brown Preci- 
sion. Two things are accomplished with 
this tool. The burrs that are formed on 
the inside of the flash-hole are removed. 
The burrs, under some conditions, hang 
up adepriming pin and break it. The tool 
cones the inside edge of the flash-hole 
with a slight angle that helps guide the 
depriming pin through the hole. A very 
nifty idea thought up by a very sharp 
benchrester. This operation is also sup- 
posed to provide a uniform spread of the 
primer fire. 

Now to some items that are just nice to 
have but are not going to make the 
difference between winning every match 
you go to. They have their place and can 
give you some answers. 

First, the bullet spinner. If you get into 
making bullets, you will probably have to 
have one to answer some questions that 
are going to develop. If you expect to 
use it a great deal, | would recommend a 
one ten thousandths indicator. Anything 
less just isn’t fine enough to tell you 
what you want to know. The dial indica- 
tor will cost you more, but in my view, a 
bullet spinner without this finer reading 
is a waste of time. 

Then there is the cartridge spinner. 
This checks just how well the bullet lines 
up with the bore after the round. is 
reloaded. We hope that it will be at or 
near zero. The chamber is one thing to 
check if you are using one of these 
cartridge spinners. Check it after you 
have reloaded the round. Chamber the 
round (watch it!, that’s a loaded round), 
extract it and check it again. Often 
chambering the round will cut down the 
run-out. 
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After you start going to matches you 
will run across a number of items that 
will take your fancy. There seems to be 
no end to them. Some are quickly 
adapted and used by almost all the regu- 
lar match competitors while others turn 
on only the person who shows up with 
them. What has to be watched for is that 
some of these ideas and equipment 
really are useful while others are just eye 
wash and really don’t do, or prove, what 
they are suppossedly designed for. 
Think about it before you lay out your 
money. You can collect a house full of 
equipment that really isn’t necessary. 
Some accessories, on the other hand, 
are worth every dollar they cost. For ex- 
ample, Fred Sinclair's action cleaning 
kit. 

Not one single item, those we have 
talked about and others you will come in 
contact with, will give you an edge over 
the people at the other benches. The 
real world of winning relays, or matches, 
is arifle that is built by a gunsmith who is 
up to date on what goes into a good 
benchrest match rifle; made with a good 
selection of action, barrel and stock, 
properly scoped. The ammo must be 
loaded with basic care and common 
sense in good dies. The last, and most 
important, item is the ability to read 
range conditions. Developing the re- 
quired sense about how much to hold 
over if conditions are not repeating 
themselves often enough is the real key. 
Matches and practice are the only 
methods of making the grade. 

There really isn’t much new under the 
sun and many things we look upon as 
being a new idea have been done 
before. For example: after Seely Masker 
developed his bullet comparator die he 
was good enough to send one along for 
me to try out. | was quite impressed. | 
liked the idea of checking ogive to base 
distance as well as Seely’s die and 
workmanship. 

A write-up on this equipment was 
published in P.S. in January 1977. 
Shortly after publication | received a 
nice letter along with a photo of the 
same kind of idea. The writer, Mr. Phil G. 
Carney of Minneapolis, had developed 
the same idea back in the 1950’s. He was 
good enough to send along details of 
other projects he had developed to 
check bullets. It was a very interesting 
and informative letter. 

If you give as much attention and 
thought to your ability as a marksman as 
you do your equipment, you will shoot 
smaller groups. And you will win 
matches too. That is really what it is all 
about. 
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In this issue you will find the list of 
nominees for IBS office. That should be 
a reminder that the annual meeting will 
be held in November of this year. Next 
month will bring you the agenda items 
and an announcement of the meeting 
place. 

Tentatively the meeting will be held in 
Syracuse, NY. We will get all the particu- 
lars out to you as soon as we have them. 
Plan on attending and having a good 
time. 

The weekend of June 10 and 11 found 
us at Keystone Junior College in 
LaPlume, PA for a gun show. We were 
working with the IBS table, which was 
donated to us by the sponsor, plus we 
had our own table next to the IBS one. 

It was a good show and the IBS booth 
there was well attended. Look for com- 
ments from Ed Longo in the President’s 
Message to get more details. We will 
look forward to visiting other shows in 
the future.

Why not plan on taking in 
this event. It promises to be lots of fun 
and offers a variety of shooting activity.

Over the past few years we have 
received many requests for information 
on where to learn the skills needed for 
benchrest shooting. We have directed 
the interested parties to people and 
manufacturers near them. They have 
been able to get what was needed but 
the time element was not the best. It 
takes time to learn this game on your 
own. 

To partially correct the situation we 
are making preliminary plans for a 
benchrest school to be held on Council 
Cup Range in the summer of 1979. 
Things are far from definite yet but we 
hope to put on a good school for those 
who are interested. If you are interested 
look elsewhere in this issue for the 
details.

Put this 
in small book form mainly to help the 
new shooter to get started on the right 
road instead of the wrong road and then 
becoming discouraged before they 
really get going. Let’s see how much you 
want this!

Take Care With That 
LWBR or Other Scope 


By Guy Lautard 


The Lyman LWBR has become a 
popular benchrest target telescope. | 
have one myself and it is a very fine in- 
strument. A friend of mine has more than 
one LWBR. A few months ago he did 
some damage to one of them. An ac- 
count of what he did, and the final result, 
may be of benefit to others. 

For some reason, perhaps unknown 
even to himself, he decided to give the 
scope a twist to see if it was good and 
tight in the mount rings. To his surprise, 
the entire bell housing of the scope (eve- 
rything forward of the straight 1”’ 
diameter tube portion of the scope body) 
came off in his hand! Examination 
showed that the wall of the scope tube 
where the 1” portion joined the bell was 
very thin, probably due to the presence 
of the threads cut at this point to affect 
the joint between these two parts of the 
scope. The owner of the scope ex- 
pressed his surprise and disappoint- 
ment; and while he agreed that his test

of the scope’s solidity in the mount was 
a bit unusual he didn’t think it should 
have just broken all that easy. He was 
prepared to pull the scope out of the 
rings and junk it, on the grounds that it 
probably could not be fixed. 

| offered to send it to Lyman for repair 
as | had a pretty good pipeline to them 
from previous repairs and service. My 
friend agreed. 

Letters were exchanged with Lyman to 
clear return of the scope for possible 
repair. A section of heavy cardboard 
tubing taken from the center of a roll of 
brown wrapping paper was used as the 
basis for a substantial shipping con- 
tainer. The damaged scope was shipped 
to Lyman under Canadian Customs 
supervision to avoid charges for duty on 
a ‘“‘new scope” when the repaired unit 
would come back. (I could write a short 
book on my experiences in dealing with 
Canadian Customs authorities along 
such lines. In general, they have a job to 
do and they do it.) 

In due course, the LWBR came back 
from Lyman as good as new. How the 
repairs were made could not be 
detected, but it appeared that a new ob- 
jective bell housing had been installed, 
presumably using the optics from the 
damaged bell. Total cost was $10 for 
postage, handling, and insurance. | was 
pleased to have prevented my friend 
from sending the damaged scope on a 
one way trip to the garbage dump. 

Two lessons may be learned from this 
incident: 


1. Don’t ham-hand the objective bell 
of the Lyman LWBR (or for that matter 
any scope) — use it, and treat it like the 
fine optical instrument it is. 

2. If a scope is damaged, while the 
damage may appear irrepairable to the 
owner (disrepair is the overwhelming 
feeling at the time), usually the maker 
can return the scope to perfect condition 
for little or no charge to the owner. 

| once shipped a well used Weaver K4 
just picked up second hand to El Paso. 
In a few weeks, the scope was returned 
to me. It had been dismantled, 
thoroughly cleaned inside and out, the 
rust, and most of the minor pitting on the 
tube had been removed, and the tube 
had then been reblued. A careful ex- 
amination was required to distinguish 
the refurbished K4 from a brand new 
one. Now get this—the work was done at 
no charge—even though | had stated 
clearly in a preliminary letter to the 
maker that | had purchased the scope in 
its present condition and would willingly 
pay for whatever work was required to 
refurbish it as requested. 
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With this issue we are instituting a 
page for the international activity. As 
you are aware, there is much foreign in- 
terest in benchrest shooting. To date 
that interest has not been passed along 
as completely as it could be. 

In the interest of keeping everyone in- 
formed with regard to the activity in 
other lands we will run this column 
whenever there is interesting informa- 
tion to pass along to you. In that way we 
can all keep abreast of the activity 
around us. It will be fun to watch others 
grow and gain interest.

| am enclosing the June issue of 
“Cahiers du pistoliet et du carabinier”’ 
for your reference about the first bench 
rest match in France. 

Since this event | have a nice contact 
with the Italian benchresters at their H.V. 
championship 13 & 14th May at Codog- 
no. 

It was a great help for our association 
to contact the Italians particulary on the 
organization side of the match. During 
my visit | had the pleasure to contact 
many good shooters, principally Alberto 
Midili plus Peter Hammerich from Ger- 
many. 

Thank you for your help. | have 
received from Mrs. Richards bench and 
range drawings. 

Lt. Col. Hornbeck told me about the 
International Committee and _ interna- 
tional postal matches. As soon as our 
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association was agreed by french 
authorities, we requested an affiliation 
with your organization. (In France any 
association must be agreed by the Min- 
ister of the Interior and the status settled 
to the Prefecture .. .) 

A french shooter, Mr. Meyer, had in- 
vented the device shown on page 21 of 
“les cahiers ...’’ for measuring groups. | 
enclose a set of photos about this 
material. We think that it is very difficult 
to take an exact measure better than 
5/100 millimeter. The limit in precision is 
the separating power of the human eye. 

Some time ago Mr. Moorhead sent me 
the June 75 issue of Precision Shooting 
showing the details of measuring a 
target. Mr. Meyer studied this article 
before developing his tool. | think you 
have tools other than the Sweaney for 
measuring very small groups? 

On the equipment table a remarkable 
thing is the type of powder: All shooters 
use french powder. Foreign powders are 
very difficult to import in France because 
a ‘‘Monopole”’ of the ‘‘Societe Nationale 
des Poudres et Explosifs’’. If you want a 
documentation of french powders 
please tell me and | will send you 
specifications of the french fabrication. 

In your last letter, April 3, you give me 
nice informations about the Remington 
BR cartridge and rifle, thank you very 
much. | don’t know any french gunsmith 
interested in the trade of special 
materiels like those needed for precision 
shooting: their purpose is selling guns 
and some rifle or handgun as out of the 
manufacture stock. Remington repre- 
sentative, Gevelot & Co., does not sell 
any target rifle from the Remington peo- 
ple ... just a small amount of varminter 
heavy barrel model BDL 700’s. 

On request of my friends | give your 
address and | hope that you have no 
problems with french customers. 

We are not in action to equip a stand 
with good tables for the next match, 
surely a Heavy Varmint class.

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VISION AND HUNTING — 


Some Important Advice 
from ; 
American Optometric Association 


Each year an estimated 400 hunters 
die by accident. An additional 2,400 hun- 
ters suffer injury, and thousands of 
domestic animals are unintentionally 
destroyed. 

Four major causes of these tragedies, 
according to statistics of The National 
Rifle Association, are: 

@ the victim is out of the shooter’s sight 

@ the victim moves into the line of fire 

e@ the victim is covered by a shooter 
swinging on game 

@ the victim is mistaken for game 
A hunter’s decision to squeeze the 

trigger is influenced primarily by what he 

“sees,” or more specifically, “WHAT HE 

THINKS HE SEES.”’ The quality of his vi- 

sion is a key factor. If his vision is inade- 

quate, he increases his accident poten- 
tial substantially — becoming a hazard 
to himself as well as to others. 

Many hunters are unaware that their 
vision is defective: They think they see 
just fine, while others hestitate to admit 
they have a problem for fear they must 
give up their sport. Fortunately, most vi- 
sion defects can be corrected and, 
generally, there is no need to give up 
hunting. 

Good vision results in more game... 
and it may mean the difference between 
life and death. If you hunt, or if you know 
or care about someone who does, this 
information is important to you. 

Skills a Hunter 
Must Possess 

Hunting is a sport that requires ex- 
cellent hand-and-eye coordination. 
Reflexes must be fast, and the hunter’s 
eye true if he is to hit his target with any 
degree of accuracy. 

A hunter must be able to: 

@ distinguish detail at considerable dis- 
tance and against a variety of back- 
grounds; 

@ focus clearly on near and distant ob- 
jects and switch focus within a frac- 
tion of a second; 

@ judge distance with speed and ac- 
curacy; 

e detect objects and movements on 
either side of the target; 

e@ identify colors; 

e see comfortably and perform under a 
variety of light and weather condi- 
tions. 
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Ability To Distinguish Detail 

Part of the satisfaction of hunting lies 
in spotting quarry against a background 
in which the game is camouflaged. The 
ability to properly distinguish a detailed 
form against a sometimes confusing 
background, often at considerable dis- 
tance, requires sharp, clear vision. 
Difficulty in seeing a target clearly may 
indicate a vision problem. It is essential 
that a hunter who ordinarly wears 
glasses to correct his vision wear them 
when he hunts. 

Ability to 
Focus Clearly 

In addition to being able to distinguish 
detail clearly, a hunter must also be able 
to focus his eyes from the back sight of 
his gun to the front sight and to the 
target within a fraction of a second. 
Around the age of 40, a hunter 
usually discovers he cannot focus pro- 
perly on the back sight. It blurs. Because 
of the rapidity with which the focus must 
be made between rear and front and 
target, this problem cannot be solved 
readily with glasses. The hunter with this 
problem will have much greater seeing 
and aiming ability if he uses a telescopic 
sight on his rifle. The scope gives him a 
close, thorough look before he squeezes 
the trigger. Target shooters and some 
hunters may find the peep sight an aid. 

Ability to Judge Distance 

One of the peculiarities of the visual 
process is its susceptibility to optical il- 
lusion. Surrounding terrain can 
“‘deceive’’ A hunter therefore must be 
cautious in making a judgment of di- 
tance based upon the “deceiving” ele- 
ments of his surroundings. However, if a 
hunter consistently overestimates or un- 
derestimates range, his depth percep- 
tion may be faulty, and a vision examina- 
tion is advisable. 

Ability to Detect 
Objects on Either Side 
of the Target 

The eye is structured to provide two 
types of vision: sharp, clear CENTRAL 
vision and a wide area of PERIPHERAL 
vision. Peripheral vision enables a 
hunter to detect movements and objects 
on either side as well as above and 
below the area of sharp central vision. 
When a hunter is about to fire his rifle, 


he must be ‘‘aware”’ of people or things 
within the immediate area of his target. 
He must have a good FIELD OF VISION. 
Sometimes peripheral vision becomes 
restricted and the field of vision con- 
fined to only that which is directly 
ahead; this ‘“‘tunnel vision’ should not 
go undetected. 
Ability to Identify Colors 

Of the approximately 20 million 
licensed and non-licensed hunters, 1.6 
million cannot distinguish color properly 
— a dangerous threat to fellow hunts- 
men. 

What is the safest color for a hunter to 
wear? Research indicates that “hunter 
orange” is the only satisfactory color 
under all weather and lighting condi- 
tions.* Red is no longer recommended 
because red cloth may not be seen by 
hunters having deficient color vision and 
because it becomes difficult to see in 
poor light and disappears at dusk. 

*Hunter orange is a daylight fluores- 
cent orange with a dominant wavelength 
595-605nm, a purity of not less than 85% 
and a luminance factor of not less than 
40%. Imitations not meeting these 
standards are dangerous and have cost 
at least one hunter his life. 

Ability To See 
Under a Variety of 

Lighting and Weather Conditions 

It is important that hunters take into 
consideration the variety of lighting and 
weather conditions which make it 
difficult to see clearly. Bright sunlight, 
clouds, rain, snow, sleet and fog place 
different demands upon the visual pro- 
cess. 

The hunter who is bothered by glare 
will find that good prescription safety 
sunglasses are an excellent aid. Tints in 
the green and gray families are recom- 
mended because they offer the least in- 
terference with color perception. Target 
glasses which contain yellow lenses are 
definitely unsuitable for hunting 
because they interfere drastically with 
color perception and the ability to judge 
distance. 

About Hunting and Glasses 

Many hunters who ordinarily wear 
glasses set them aside when they hunt 
because ‘‘they get in the way.” A 
HUNTER WHO HAS BEEN TOLD TO 
WEAR GLASSES SHOULD WEAR 
THEM. Hunters who do not require 
prescription lenses should wear safety 
glasses with protective lenses to proect 
their eyes from flying shot, tree limbs 
and other hazards. Protective lenses of 
either heat-treated (tempered) solid 
glass or of plastic are not ‘“‘unbreaka- 
ble” but are more “‘impact resistant.’’ 

It is true that dust, water and snow are 
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a bother because they collect on the 
lenses. Plastic lenses are less likely to 
fog or ‘‘steam up” but they do scratch 
more easily than glass. 

Commercial lens-coating agents may 
also help overcome this problem. 

A Final Word 

Every hunter should have a profes- 
sional vision examination ever 12 
months. He should discuss his hunting 
activities with his optometrist for the 
best advise on what is necessary to meet 
his vision needs. Except in extreme 
cases, a visual problem does not mean 
that a hunter must give up his sport. Ev- 
ery hunter should, however, have a 
knowledge of his own visual capacities 
and take precautions to hunt within 
those bounds. Hunters who cannot see 
well at dusk or on dreary days should 
govern their activity accordingly. 

A few precautionary measures regard- 
ing vision can increase hunting success 
and pleasure and they can also decrease 
the annual accident toll.
